Buf 
onſerue it a little better, thus the com⸗ 
pariſon ſtandeth,if that liberality which 
is onely in woꝛds be colde 02 dead, and 
doth not pꝛoſit the poze , noz make him 
a liberail man which vſcth it: then if 
followeth alſo, that that Faith which is 
onely in ſpeach is dead, and therefo28 
cannot ſaue oz pꝛoſit him which hath it, 
if wo2des onely could pzofit oz cauſe it 
to be faith, wby ſhould not woꝛds alſo 
p2ofit the poze man oꝛ woman which 
is deſtitute?

w2onght by Gods ſpirite , and a lyyely 
and mightie thing, therefo2e it cannot bs 
without holy and god actions. Foz as a 
man is knowen to be dead, whe he toth 
not b2eath,carnot ſtir, ſe, heare, and ſuch 
lyke, and contrariwiſe, when he dooth as 
ny of thele,he is known to be altue:euen 
ſo is it with faithe , if it can oz dw bꝛing 
to2th no qod woꝛkes, then is it dead, on 
the contrarie part, the acttons 4 ſtirring 
thercof, do ſhewe it to be aliue.

They doo ſtedfaſtty belæue and knowe 
that Jeſus Chꝛiſt dyed fo2 the ſinnes ot 
the woꝛlde: this is a ſore reaſon that 
they know the doctrine of God, when

And if this common and general faiths 
would ſerue, they ſhould be ſaued as 
well as he. But it map be here obiecs 
ted , that there is great differente be⸗ 
tweene the faith of Diuelles , and the 
faithe of thoſe men which belcene , and 
vet haue no fruits of godlineſſe in them; 
The Diuells indeede do beleeue all 
matters of faith to be true, hut they da 
not no2 cannot belitue , that they per⸗ 
teine any thing at alt to them, they 
haue no hope of mercie : but men als 
though they be very ſinfull, pet they art 
in hope that they ſhal be ſaued.
